The common law makes every com- 


bination that Is In restraint of trade, 
and therefore contrary to public pol- 
icy, a crime. 
In addition, we have 


no end of particular statutes passed by 
state legislatures and by the general 
government against trusts. But statu- 
tes, the decisions of the courts and 
the efforts of the federal government 
tsolf have all proven inadequate to 
check the tendency of capitalists to 
consolidate for the purpose of abolish- 
ng competition. 
But a stronger law 


than the statute law and one which 
cannot be evaded has doomed many 
of the trusts to dissolution In the past 
and will operate with like effect upon 
many of those being organized today, 
and that is the natural law of trade. 


The prolific parent of the trusts has 


been the protective tariff which by an 
unhealthy' stimulus to the establish- 
ment of Industrial facilities In excess 
of demand, has driven the manufac- 
turers In self-defense to avoid destruc- 
tive competition by these agreements 
for the curtailment of excessive pro- 
duction. But the trouble'with the trust 
is that, like its parent, the protective 
tariff, it by establishing artificial con- 
ditions and 
artificially 
maintaining 


prices offers a premium to others bet- 
ter equipped to enter into the same 
field. 
. . 


Take, for instance, the nail trust, 


established a few years ago. A very 
high dnty upon nails had excluded the 
foreign product and guaranteed to the 
domestic manufacturer a price which

In dozens of import-, 
ant industries men are traveling and 
telegraphing and telephoning to bring 
aboul consolidations of competing con- 
cerns. As seen In the list of 1S9S (rusts 
—startling even though it Is only par- 
tial—presented herewith, their efforts 
are ir.f-eting with great success.

Itself the elements which are destined 
to cause Its dissolution. It is only a 
question of time and the length of its 
career can be measured by the skill 
of its manager and the amount of 
premium which It indirectly offers to 
a new competitor. "We have had ample 
illustration of the operation of tills 
law, and In ^ there Is comfort for the 
public, disgusted as it is wilh the thus 
far vnin efforts lo curb lla-se combin- 
ations through the power of the gov- 
ernment and the courts. 


TUB CJROWTH OP ONE TKAH. 
Tt is hardly necessary to sny lhat 


the word trust is no longer confined to 
its original meaning, and that.strictly 
speaking, there are to-day no trusls— 
that is, combinations of corporations 
with "trustees" holding a majority of 
the stocks. 
"Trusls" are outlawed in 


the United States, and in nearly every 
separate state.
